Last Thought of Labor Leader Is of Friends and 


American Institutions—Fights Grimly Until Suf- 


ferings Arc Relieved—Aged 74 Yeart

Governor Hill of New 
York offered him a place on the 
state board of arbitration and 
President McKinley tendered him 
an appointment on the Industrial 
Commission, but he declined both. 
He was active in the agitation 
for a treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain which 
would provide for the arbitration 
of all disputes.

Thruout the twenty years of 


anti-trust agitation which- fol- 
lowed the enactment of the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust law, Oompers was 
active in urging legislation and 
litigation against the big combin- 
ations of capital which had grown 
up in the industrial world. He 
conducted a campaign against the 
United States Steel Corporation 
which culminated in an exhaustive 
investigation of that concern by 
a committee of the House Of Rep- 
resentatives. 


Notwithstanding earnest oppo- 
sition by a substantial part of the 
union labor element, Gompers 
took an active part in the organ- 
izatlon of the National Civic Fed- 
eration, formed to establish bet- 
ter relations between capital and 
labor.

development Says the committee: "It is 
safe to say that there will be individual and 
group fighting in the air; there will be air- 
craft attacking troops on the ground, both 
with bombs dropped from great heights and 


destroying of terrified, innocent and help- 
leas populations to no longer to be. regarded 
as a mere possibility. The time may be at 
hand when the most appalling war sham- 
bles may be found behind the lines of fight- 
ing men.

Curry's bill for the creation of a separate 
department of air, congress would do well 
to consider the facts, statements and sug- 
gestions of this report with more than cas- 
ual interest. The report certainly indicates 
an alarming picture of what will happen 
to the United States If it continues to be de- 
ficient in atrcratf.

It requires the phy- 
sician's skill to recognize mas- 
toiditis. 
In a very few cases in 


adults noticeable tenderness of 
the bone behind the ear, or even 
redness and swelling there, may 
Indicate mastoiditis.
